Problems Studied 


PLANTING and 
maintaining a 
successful home 
orchard is like 
making a fine 
lawn. It can be 
done, but few 
people are will- 
ing to spend the 
necessary time 
and money. 
Probably as many as three-fourths of 
all the trees planted in home orchards 
in this part of the country never reach 
bearing age. 

Reasons for failures, usually: too 
many varieties planted; varieties not 
adapted to the region; lack of time 
and interest; poor spraying or none 
at all. 

The day has passed when fruit trees 
could be planted and satisfactory 
crops produced without proper spray- 
ing, fertilization and soil management. 
In selecting fruit trees for the back 
yard choose kinds that bear early, 
since they will frequently produce 
some pretty good fruit before insects 
and diseases “gang up” on them. 

Fruit trees properly located in the 
yard, besides furnishing fruit, are val- 
uable in the landscape plan. They are 
ornamental in bloom and furnish wel- 
come shade during hot weather. Trees 
bought at “bargain prices” frequently 
turn out to be expensive. Select well- 
grown plants and expect to pay what 
they are worth. 

Plant as soon as weather permits. 
Peaches and cherries should not be 
planted in a poorly-drained place. 
Pears, plums and some apples are 
more tolerant to such a condition. 
Dig large holes and keep the roots 
the same depth as they grew in the 
nursery. Place the trees with their

lowest and preferably the heaviest 
branches toward the southwest, and 
lean the tree slightly in that direction. 
A three-gallon bucket of wet peat moss 
mixed in as the topsoil is shoveled 
over the roots will be very beneficial. 

Pruning young apple and pear trees 
should develop a strong framework 
for the future. Cut back vigorous five 
to seven foot one-year-old trees to 
about 50 inches. Later when side 
shoots are about six inches long, se- 
lect well-spaced, wide angled shoots 
for future scaffold limbs. Prune two- 
year-old trees to a single trunk around 
which properly spaced scaffolds can 
be developed. Cut back the strongest, 
upright branch about one-third and 
the side branches about one-half. 

Peach trees should be trained to be 
open bowl-shaped trees. Pruning at 
planting time consists of cutting the 
vigorous leader back to about 36 
inches, removing side branches below 
one foot and cutting back all other 
side branches to stubs of one bud each. 
Later when new shoots have devel- 
oped to about six inches long, select 
four or five wide-angled branches for 
scaffold limbs. Cut all others off. 

Prune young cherry and plum trees 
like apples, except that the scaffold 
limbs may be somewhat closer to- 
gether. 

Apple varieties recommended for 
the home garden in this region are: 
‘Close’ (first variety to ripen out of 
500 varieties at the Missouri State 
Fruit Experiment Station), ‘Yellow 
Transparent,’ ‘Lodi, ‘Wealthy,’ ‘Cort- 
land, ‘Jonathan,’ ‘Delicious,’ ‘Golden 
Delicious’ and ‘Stayman Winesap.’ 
Peaches: ‘Golden Jubilee, ‘Hale 
Haven, ‘Red Haven,’ ‘White Hale, 
‘Elberta,’ and three new varieties de- 
veloped by the Missouri Fruit Experi- 
ment Station at Mountain Grove— 
‘Ozark,’ ‘Missouri,’ and ‘Loring’ 
(which are freestones). Plums: ‘Stan- 
ley, ‘Premier,’ ‘New Damson,’ ‘AIl-

tire yard before anything starts to 
grow. Start at the front sidewalk and 
go to the back fence giving every inch, 
no matter what kind of plants are 
growing, a good complete fertilizer. It 
may be 4-12-4; 4-12-8; 5-10-5; 6-10-4 
or 5-10-10. Since the plants cannot 
read the labels it really makes no dif- 
ference except to the manufacturer 
and salesman. Since fertilizer does not 
go sideways in the soil it is necessary 
to scatter it uniformly over every- 
thing. Three to four pounds per 100 
square feet is a good meal. Repeat in 
June and September with about half 
as much. If you have enough organic 
matter in the soil to give good root 
action you will have all your neigh- 
bors envious. If you 
maybe your neighbor 


are fortunate, 
will give you 
material he takes off 
his flower beds. At least offer your 
compost pile as a good home for it. 
Besides, it cuts down the 
the neighborhood. 

Seeds of hardy flowers and most an- 
nuals can be sown outdoors now in a 
tight sash-covered cold frame. They 
will take less care than those sown 
indoors and will be sturdier. Try sow- 
ing seeds in a one-inch layer of equal 
parts peat and sand. Put this on top 
of a mixture of equal parts soil, sand 
and peat sifted through a one-fourth 
inch screen. It makes growing seed- 
lings a cinch and a joy. 

Be careful not to dig where you 
planted lilies or other bulbs last fall. 
It often pays to mark each spot with 
a thin layer of sand or vermiculite.

Winter rye lawns should be mowed 
short now, to let the permanent lawn 
grass get green. 

Seeds to be planted in the open 
now are anchusa, cacalia (this tassel 
flower is charming and should be 
grown more), calliopsis, candytuft, 
cleome, scabiosa and _ nasturtiums.

Caladiums should be planted 
two inches deep for both the leaves 
and roots come from the top of the 
tuber. The slick side is the bottom. If 
tubers are not too large, several may 
be put in one pot. 

Salvias are a standby for all-season 
color in the South. The Texas sage 
(Salvia leucantha) is perennial grow- 
ing to four feet, blooming in early fall 
with deep blue-purple velvety spikes. 
It makes a stunning background for 
yellow chrysanthemums. Among an- 
nual reds there are several varieties 
and sizes. 

Set a regular schedule for spraying 
roses for black spot, then stick to it 
if you would have nice hybrid tea 
and floribunda roses. It is time to di- 
vide and plant dahlia tubers. Select 
a well-drained site and have the plants 
three feet apart. Dig deeply, incor- 
porating leaf mold or other humus, 
then stake. The best stake is an iron 
rod six or seven feet long. They may 
be bought at junk iron shops and are 
called “sucker rods.” Termites will eat 
wooden stakes and then attack the 
dahlias. Excavate the hole to a depth 
of eight inches, laying the tuber flat 
with the sprout end close to the stake. 
Cover about three inches deep and as 
the sprout grows keep covering. In 
this way they are planted deep enough 
to withstand the heat of 
Later they may be mulched.

Soil Preparation; 


Watering Roses 


SoIL prepara- 
tion is one of the 
most important 
tasks to be done 
these last few 
days before the 
growing period of Mid-America 
starts. The sooner py 
the better for Robert H. Rucker 
this. In culti-  Texes 
vated areas the Technological College 
soil should be worked as deep as pos- 
sible. This is usually done by spading 
or forking. 

“Trenching” can be done if the soil 
is unusually hard or tight. Narrow 
trenches are dug twice the depth of 
a spade through the bed area and 
the topsoil and subsoil are inter- 
changed by layers. During the opera- 
tion, many substances can be worked 
into the soil. Lime will counteract ex- 
cess acidity and help break up heavy 
soil. Sulfur will help increase acidity 
of the soil and cause further break- 
down of soil elements into available 
plant food. Any soil can be improved 
and made usable for gardening. It 
sometimes requires much work, and 
the results are not as good as desired. 
However, by proper management soil 
will improve in tilth and garden value 
through the years. 


Watering Needs 


Bulbs are beginning to show and 
regular watering will be necessary 
since our rainfall has been below nor- 
mal to date. A light feeding will also 
improve the quality of bloom. Soak- 
ing of the lawn, too, will help uni- 
form development of the grass. Check 
for wild grasses and weeds that in- 
vade a lawn during the winter. If 
winter rye was used for color in the 
winter lawn, it should now be mowed 
as short as possible; and as soon as 
the Bermuda begins to green up, spray 
with a solution of ammonium nitrate. 
This will kill out the rye by an over- 


southwestern 


dose of nitrogen and stimulate the 
Bermuda in growth. 

Some plants may “bleed” now from 
pruning wounds but if pruning is 
necessary it should be done. All prun- 
ing wounds made this month should 
be properly painted. 

March is the last call for planting 
most dormant trees and shrubs. In 
fact, early flowering shrubs will need 
to be balled and burlapped in order 
to be moved now. This is the best 
time for transplanting magnolia, dog- 
wood, viburnum and live oak. These 
are considered to be “fleshy root” 
plants that respond best to the stim- 
ulus of spring transplanting. 


Roses 


The mounds of soil put around 
roses last fall can be removed gradu- 
ally. Begin by the middle of the month 
and work the soil down to the original 
level of the bed. Gradual removal of 
this protection is better than sudden 
removal. 

Check for die-back of branches. 
Dead canes should be removed to the 
base and the wounds painted. Prune 
roses now if you haven’t already done 
it. During windy days, it is best to 
remove only a few canes at a time— 
in other words, take several days to 
complete the pruning and paint each 
wound. Drying of tissues is always a 
threat here during periods of high 
winds. For this same reason the rose 
bed should be thoroughly watered. 
This is the last time that a dormant 
spray for scale and black spot spores 
can be applied. There are many new 
dormant sprays but none is any more 
effective than the old standby—lime 
sulfur diluted one part to nine parts 
of water. 

Any garden perennials that need 
dividing should be dug, divided and 
reset. Try planting clumps of at least 
three plants for better effect. A light 
application of dusting sulfur over the 
perennial garden is a good preventive 
measure for disease problems.

Time Has Come 


For Seed Starting 


Many garden- 
ers like to grow 
their own trans- 
plant vegetables 
and flowers for 
various reasons. 
Perhaps the most 
important reason 
is the fact that 
they can grow 
the varieties they 
like. Too often we are disappointed 
to find that our local plantsman does 
not have some of our favorite varieties 
unless we have made arrangements 
with him when he starts his seed. 

A cable-heated hotbed or a green- 
house is the ideal way of growing 
these plants. Some gardeners start 
seed successfully in a bright window 
in their home and later transplant the 
young seedlings to a cold frame or 
hotbed. 

Many err by starting seeds too early. 
Most transplant crops require six to 
eight weeks from seeding until the 
plant is ready to be put out into the 
garden. Some in this group are toma- 
toes, peppers, eggplants, cabbage, 
broccoli, cauliflower, petunias, snap- 
dragons and alyssum. Some crops re- 
quire longer—up to ten weeks. These 
include celery, pansies and _lobelia. 
Different flowers and vegetables have 
varying tolerances to freezing. For ex- 
ample, pansies and cabbage plants 
are quite frost tolerant. Tomatoes and 
petunias are very susceptible. One 
should consult weather bureau maps 
or local records indicating the aver- 
age date of last killing frost in the 
spring for one’s own specific area. 

Fern pans and flats are frequently 
used for seed sowing. The seed may be 
sown broacast, or in rows. As a rule 
very small seeds are handled broad- 
cast, and larger seeds sown in rows. 
Seeds may be started in soil or in 
vermiculite. If the latter is used, i 
can be watered with weak fertilizer 
solution to add nutrients as some of 
the young seedlings appear. The use 
of soil brings about the problem of 
damping off disease. This may be 
overcome by sterilizing the soil, con- 
tainers and equipment used in seed 
germination either by heat, steaming

or fumigation. Seeds can be treated 
with such materials as Arasan, Sper- 
gon, Semesan or Captan. Some dust 
the soil surface with red copper oxide 
(Cuprocide), or place a layer of 
shredded sphagnum over the surface to 
reduce damping off loss. 

As soon as the first true leaves have 
developed, the seedlings are ready for 
transplanting. They may then be 
transplanted to other flats and given 
more room, or they may be trans- 
planted to individual containers. 

Clay pots, plastic pots, tin cans, 
cut down milk cartons, or pressed peat 
pots all serve well as containers for 
individual plant growing. Pressed peat 
pots are considered ideal, since the 
plant can be planted—pot and all— 
into the garden with absolutely no 
disturbance to the roots. 


At Last, Planting 


Time Comes (Indoors) 


‘THE WEATHER 
in March is so 
unstable that 
outdoor garden- 
ing is rarely done 
in the North this 
month. Fortun- 
ately, however, 
the gardener can 
“get going” in- 
doors and when 
the days are mild, he can do some- 
thing outdoors. 

It is necessary here to get an early 
start with petunias, snapdragons, sal- 
via, lobelia, verbena, ageratum, asters, 
nicotiana and others to get them to 
bloom before the summer is nearly 
over. They must be started indoors 
or in a cold frame (preferably heated) 
long before outdoor seed sowing time. 

Seeds started in the house in a 
sunny window will germinate in two 
to three weeks, and the young seed- 
lings will require transplanting in 
about two more weeks. Then more 
space in full sun will be necessary to 
accommodate the transplanted seed- 
lings. By then the weather will proba- 
bly permit use of a heated cold frame. 
Here the plants will continue to de- 
velop under good conditions until 
they can be planted into garden beds. 
To succeed with seeds started indoors 
in March it is essential to have a cold 
frame and it would be desirable here

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to heat it with one of the electric soil 
heating. units available for this pur- 
pose. Otherwise the starting date for 
sowing the seed should be delayed a 
couple of weeks, postponing it until 
the middle of March, so the cold 
frame will not have to be used until 
mid-April or later when milder 
weather prevails. 


Most of the plants mentioned can 
be purchased at planting time, but 
usually in limited varieties and colors. 


Early March is the time to start 
tuberous begonias so they will be 
ready to flower when it is safe to set 
them outdoors in late May. In our 
area it is best to get the tubers rooted 
before potting them. This is done by 
setting the tubers in vermiculite or 
sphagnum moss in a shallow box. 

Tubers are pressed (not buried) 
into the moist rooting medium, leav- 
ing the upper surface exposed. Water 
between the tubers, not on them. 
Place the box in a warm window. It 
will take about 30 days for the tubers 
to root sufficiently. Then they are 
potted, singly, in a six-inch clay pot 
in a porous, screened soil mixture con- 
sisting of two parts compost (or gar- 
den topsoil), one part horticultural 
peat and one part sand with a small 
amount of well rotted manure and a 
complete fertilizer. Keep them in an 
east or west window where they get 
a half day of full sun until time to 
put them outdoors. 


Geraniums salvaged before frost 
and stored in the basement or cold 
cellar can be started into growth 
again. Well developed blooming-size 
plants will be obtained by the time 
it is safe to set them out again. Be- 
fore potting, trim tops back halfway 
so that a compact, bushy and shapely 
new plant will develop. 


During days when temperatures are 
well above freezing, dormant sprays 
designed to kill scale, eggs and larvae 
on trees and shrubs can be applied 
to good advantage. Dormant sprays 
(purchased from garden stores and 
nurseries) are prepared at stronger 
concentrations than summer sprays. 
Therefore they are more effective and 
can be used while the plant is dor- 
mant. At the rate recommended they 
would injure sprouting plants and 
those in leaf. #

gardens Zoysia Matrella grass has been 
given an A-1 rating by happy flower 
gardeners freed from the weekly 
drudgery of digging rampant Ber- 
muda grass out of flower borders. 

Added to this high amateur rating 
is the “Trendex” 
who give the 


of lawn specialists 
“Barefoot Oscar” to 
zoysia for easy maintenance and the 
great beauty of its lush, 
springy turf. 

The above scoring also applies to 
Zoysia Matrella’s younger sisters of 
hybrid origin: Emerald and Meyer 
52, although they have been 
for a shorter time on test. 

Zoysia’s perfect garden behavior as 
compared to villainous Bermuda grass 
is the reason for its acceptance in 
Mid-America’s upper south plains 
states. So that you can better under- 
stand why Bermuda grass is held in 
such disrepute it may be well to ex- 
plain its habits. 

Bermuda grass is difficult to kill. 
It increases by sending out long run- 
ners that climb over flower bed bar- 
riers. Its spear-like roots will burrow 
horizontally four to five feet into the 
soil. Any soil suits it and it languishes 
only in deep shade. Chemicals that 
kill Bermuda grass, such as Dalapon 
and sodium trichloroacetate kill other 
grasses as well and sterilize the soil for 
as long as 18 months. Once Bermuda 
grass takes over an area, only deep 
digging and hand sifting of roots will 
rid the soil of this pest.

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maintenance record, as compared to 
Bermuda’s, shows an average of six 
mowings and several edgings a sea- 
son, while Bermuda requires weekly 
mowing and edging. Zoysia grows in 
shade while Bermuda perishes with- 
out sun. It follows that when grown 
in shade zoysia does not require the 
number of cuttings that it would when 
stimulated by sun. 


It is true that if you ask your state 
experiment station agent to recom- 
mend the best grass for the upper 
South he will name Bermuda. The 
reason for this is that a California 
test comparing zoysia’s drouth resist- 
ance with Bermuda’s showed zoysia 
dying after 88 dry days and Bermuda 
living 103 days. Since zoysia grows 
more slowly than Bermuda, that habit 
would put zoysia in second place. 

The above field test finding would 
have little bearing on zoysia growing 
on city lawns where artificial water- 
ing can be provided. Mrs. James D. 
Markland, Tulsa, a zoysia grower for 
15 years, reported that her two acres 
of zoysia browned during the 1955 
drouth but as soon as the rains came 
the grass recovered. 

Mrs. Markland’s zoysias are wa- 
tered by sprinklers about three times 
a summer and thrive. Artificial water- 
ing was given from July through Sep- 
‘ormber. 

As all zoysias are hardy in the up- 
per South the kind to choose is largely 
a matter of taste. Emerald and Z. 
Matrella, unless examined closely, 
seem alike to the amateur grower 
while Meyer 52 with its coarser leaf 
is easily distinguished from the others. 


Meyer grows faster than Emerald 
and Z. Matrella. It can fill in from 
a staggered plug planting with 12- 
inch centers in two years time, while 
Z. Matrella needs eight-inch center 
planting. Meyer does stay green longer 
after a hard frost but even Z. Matrella 
remains green longer than Bermuda 
in fall. In the spring all zoysias green 
up at the same time as does Bermuda. 

Other good qualities of the zoysias 
are that they repel chiggers (grass 
mites which bite humans) and are re- 
sistant to the traffic of airports, foot- 
ball fields, playing children and even 
boxer dogs. 

As for fertilizer tolerance, zoysia 
will stand fertilizing during summer 
that would kill Bermuda grass.

The same soil preparation that 
lawn makers provide for other grasses 
is necessary to establish zoysias. Peat 
moss or decomposed stable manure 
should be incorporated in the soil be- 
fore planting zoysias. 

The advice that permitting lawn 
grass clippings to lie on the lawn is 
good for most grasses is not for the 
welfare of zoysias as cut grass or au- 
tumn leaves will smother them. 

I have heard reports that Meyer 52 
zoysia has the great fault of becom- 
ing dormant in winter. That may be 
a fault in the bluegrass area, but in 
the Southland where the only com- 
mon green winter grass is Oregon 
rye, dormancy is not a grass fault. 

At the moment, in the Southland, 
the only dissatisfaction with zoysias 
can be found in the yardmen class: 
zoysias are depriving them of their 
weekly mowing and edging jobs. # 


TRANSPLANTING 
STRAWBERRY PLANTS 


BY E. P. Frevtp 


THE EVERBEARING strawberry plants 
I raise become so large that they do 
better if grown in hills. They make 
many runners which must be pinched 
off or used to start a new bed. If 
these runners are allowed to root 


| down and then are transplanted they 


will suffer some setback, so I have 
worked out an inexpensive and easy 
way of propagating them. 

I use dried milk cartons, with the 
metal ends removed, cutting them 
crosswise into thirds, so that each 
third is about 1¥2 inches high. Other 
heavy waxed cardboard containers, 
such as milk cartons, or large plant 
bands, may be used. 

I set a section on the ground near 
the parent plant, fill with good soil, 
well-firmed; then push the base of 
the runner plant into the center of 
the section, and anchor it with a 
hairpin. I water it well, and cover 
with a light mulch to keep it from 
drying out. It should be kept watered. 

When the runner is well established, 
I cut it loose from the parent plant, 
slide a flat trowel or pancake turner 
under the little pot and transplant it 
to a hole already prepared in a new 
bed. The top of the pot should be 
level with the surface of the bed. I 
water well and mulch, and the plant 
goes right on growing. ¢

To THOSE GARDENERS and “plant 
curious” horticulturists with an eye for 
new and interesting things to try in 
fruits there are some pleasant sur- 
prises in new grape varieties. 

Most of us are familiar with the 
Concord and other grape varieties of 
American origin and many of these 
varieties are justly appreciated for 
table fruit as well as the delicious juice 
and jellies that are made at grape 
ripening time. We are also familiar 
with the so-called “California” grapes 
of the markets, the “Thompson Seed- 
less,’ ‘Ribier,’ “Tokay’ and ‘Emperor’ 
varieties of equally delicious but quite 
different qualities which add variety 
and make the grape one of our most 
appreciated and useful fruits. 

Many gardeners who live east of the 
Rocky Mountains have often wished 
they could grow the “California” or 
European vinifera grapes in addition 
to the standard American varieties so 
widely grown in this region. Years of 
trial and error have shown that cli- 
matic conditions in most areas of east- 
ern United States are not suitable for 
European (California) or vinifera 
type grapes to be grown successfully, 
even on a small scale. Diligent spray- 
ing is necessary to control fungus dis- 
eases in the humid, rainy summers and 
winter protection of the vines is neces- 
sary to keep the cold winters from 
freezing them. In many parts of east-

ern United States the frost free grow- 
ing season is too short or the hours of 
summer heat not sufficient to mature 
many of these European varieties 
properly. 

These handicaps to vinifera grape 
culture in this region have been so 
pronounced that vinifera grapes are 
almost totally nonexistent east of the 
Rockies. 

Although this long wished for abil- 
ity to grow the “California” grape 
varieties in this region has not yet been 
accomplished, gardeners can now grow 
certain new grape varieties that very 
closely approach vinifera grapes in 
those special qualities that have made 
them so desirable. These new grapes 
are members of a large family of grape 
varieties known as French hybrids. 

Most of these French hybrids have 
been in existence for some time, but 
they are new to the gardeners of this 
country. They were comparatively un- 
known even to professional horticul- 
turists until the end of World War II. 
Perhaps many gardeners have heard 
of them and some may have seen a 
few of the varieties growing in experi- 
ment station plantings but they are 
not yet widely distributed or tested 
throughout the country. Indeed, many 
of the more promising French hybrid 
varieties are hardly known outside of 
experiment station vineyards and they 
await more extensive testing under the 





varied conditions found in the eastern 
United States. 


Back to Origins 


The French hybrids, as the name 
suggests, were originated in France by 
crossing the vinifera or European 
grape varieties with certain selected 
native wild grapes of the eastern 
United States. Continued selection 
and intercrossing over a period of time 
have evolved a distinctive race of 
grapes, markedly different from our 
familiar American varieties. 

Their origin may be traced back to 
a pastry baker and amateur viticultur- 
ist in the small town of Aubenas, 
France, one Monsieur Eugene Contas- 
sot. In 1882 M. Contassot received a 
shipment of grape cuttings from Her- 
man Jaeger, a wild grape collector and 
amateur grape breeder of Neosho, 
Missouri. In this shipment were cut- 
tings of two of Jaeger’s best seedlings, 
Jaeger 70 and 72, which Jaeger had 
produced by crossing a female selec- 
tion of Vitis Lincecumiu, the native 
summer grape of southwest Missouri, 
with a male selection of Vitis rupestris, 
another wild Missouri grape known 
as the sand or rock grape. Contassot 
grafted these seedlings of Jaeger on 
older bearing vines in his vineyard. 
Impressed with the size and health of 
Jaeger 70 he saved seeds of the fruit.

Because Jaeger 70 did not produce 
fertile pollen itself, but was open to 
cross pollination by the vinifera varie- 
ties growing in the vineyard, the saved 
seeds represented a true hybrid cross 
of vinifera on Lincecumii-rupestris. 
Lacking a suitable place to grow 
seedlings he gave the seeds to two of 
his friends and neighbors, Georges 
Coudere and Albert Seibel. Out of 
these seeds which germinated and sub- 
sequently fruited were selected the 
first French hybrids by Couderc and 
Seibel. Subsequent crosses by these 
two breeders plus many other French 
grape breeders have developed the 
French hybrids as we know them to- 
day. Such is briefly the origin and 


early history of these grapes. 


How They Differ 


Several well marked characteristics 
serve to distinguish the French hybrids 
from the familiar ‘Concord’ and simi- 
lar American grape varieties. To those 
accustomed to the flavor and aroma 
of ‘Concord’ the French hybrid grapes 
will bear little or no similarity. Com- 
parison must be made with “Cali- 
fornia” or vinifera grape varieties to 
describe these qualities. French hy- 
brids have a neutral, mild flavor and 
aroma like vinifera grapes and lack 
that peculiar flavor and aroma known 
as “foxiness” present in varying de- 
gree in ‘Concord’ and many other 
American grape varieties. 

Another noticeable difference lies 
in the skin of the berries. In ‘Con- 
cord’ the skin is tough, astringent or 
unpleasant tasting when chewed. It 
separates readily from the flesh (slip-

skin). In the French hybrids most, 
but not all, varieties have an adherent, 
thin skin which is neither astringent 
nor objectionable in eating, and is 
quite similar to vinifera varieties. 
Other differences found in the French 
hybrids are tender but firm flesh easily 
separating from rather small seeds, 
lack of sourness or acidity surrounding 
the seeds, a relatively high sugar con- 
tent of the juice and medium to high 
acidity. Cluster sizes usually run larger 
and berry sizes slightly smaller than 
in American type grapes but this varies 
in different varieties. Growth habits 
are very different from American 
grapes. The shoots are more upright 
and erect growing. Leaves are smaller 
with sharp serrations and smoother 
surfaces free of downy-hair-like 
growth. 


Hybrid Advantages 


Two of the most noteworthy fea- 
tures of French hybrids are the high 
resistance to downy mildew and the 
ability to produce a second crop of 
fruit if late frost or freezes should de- 
stroy the first blossom clusters. Both 
of these features are very valuable 
in grapes. They represent notable 
achievements in plant breeding. Har- 
diness to withstand cold temperatures 
and the great fluctuations of winter 
climate in this region are important 
advantages necessary for grapes to be 
successful, particularly in the Missis- 
sippi valley area. Although these 
varieties originated in France with its 
equable climate and much less severe 
winters, many are as hardy or hardier 
than American varieties. 


One of the oldest French hybrids, Coudere 71-20 
is a reliable, hardy producer of medium black 
grapes. 


However, some otherwise promising 
French hybrids have not proved hardy 
in severe winters and on the hardiness 
question there is need for more ex- 
tensive testing in the colder areas. A 
few French hybrids have produced full 
crops as far north as southern Minne- 
sota and South Dakota without winter 
protection. We cannot expect, how- 
ever, that too many varieties will be 
this hardy. 

There are a great number of French 
hybrid grape varieties in existence or 
under test in the various experiment 
stations. As with other fruits only a 
comparatively small number of these 
have shown enough promise to be gen- 
erally recommended for trial. It should 
be emphasized that the French hybrids 
were developed in France as wine 
grapes and it would be expected that 
their greatest value would be for that 
purpose. A few of them, however, are 
fine table grapes as well and these va- 
rieties may be regarded as more or less 
dual purpose sorts. The fruit of wine 
types may be eaten readily but usually 
lacks the individuality of flavor or per- 
sonality that make the table types 
more appealing to the eye and palate. 

For those who want only a few 
vines in a home planting, the combi- 
nation wine and table varieties offer a 
wider use of the product. 

To aid those who find large lists of 
varieties and recommendations confus- 
ing, the recommended list which fol- 
lows has been limited to 12. The brief 
descriptions of varieties recommended 
for trial is based on their behavior in 
central Illinois, in most cases. In other

Tue Kune is dead! Long live the 
King! 

The old phrase just about sums up 
the present situation (if you will par- 
don the mixed gender) with respect 
to the “Queen of Flowers,” the rose. 


No matter what transpires, roses 
are the most popular of plants, both 
among gardeners and the uninitiated 
public alike. 

Within this broad classification, 
however, there are changes in popu- 
larity of the various types of roses. 
Just after the turn of the century 
the hybrid perpetuals were giving way 
to the hybrid tea class. Now the flori- 
bundas are taking over as “King” of 
the rose clan. 

Even though all roses are widely 
planted, many gardeners are hazy as 
to what differences separate the 
classes. 

Hybrid teas are often mistakenly 
called “tea roses,” which are quite 
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another thing. The true tea roses are 
big shrubs, rather tender (although 
less so than is commonly supposed) 
and they are unusually disease toler- 
ant. They bloom over a long period 
with many large, and often extremely 
fragrant flowers. The hybrid teas, long 
the standby of almost all rose gar- 
dens, were actually at first the result 
of cross breeding tea roses with hybrid 
perpetuals. The results were startling. 
Well formed, large, sometimes fra- 
grant blooms on long stems were pro- 
duced over an extended period by 
plants which were hardier than the 
teas and adaptable to a wide range 
of growing conditions. These are the 
flowers which the laymen think of 
when they hear the name “rose.” 
As hundreds of new varieties were 
produced over the decades, inbreed- 
ing (hybrid tea with hybrid tea), as 
well as breeding to many exotic spe- 
cies, became common. In some cases 
hardiness, disease resistance and other

virtues were lessened, if not lost. Still, 
the hybrid teas held the center of 
the stage and they are today planted 
by the millions every year. 

As early as 1875, with the introduc- 
tion of ‘Paquerett,’ the foundation of 
a new dynasty was laid. No one at 
the time recognized the importance of 
this introduction. The new class was 
named polyantha (Greek for many- 
flowered). This class is characterized 
by clustered, small blooms, no fra- 
grance and good hardiness from one 
of the parents, Rosa multiflora (Latin 
for many-flowered). The other par- 
ent, Rosa chinensis, contributed con- 
tinuous blooming and dwarf stature. 

Before long these early hybrids were 
crossed with other classes and species, 
until the class was no longer really 
indicative of parentage. Vigorous 
progeny of such crosses were placed 
in other groups and low growing, 
cluster-blooming varieties of other

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breeding were included in the poly- 
antha class. 

We still grow a few of the 
“true” polyantha varieties, including 
‘Cameo,’ ‘Margo Koster’ and (to a 
lesser extent) ‘Orange Triumph.’ 

Maybe you knew this class by one 
of its several popular names, such as 
fairy rose, daisy rose or even baby 
rambler. 

Eventually there were so many 
“outbred” varieties that they were 
put in a separate class called hybrid 
polyantha. The typical marks of this 
class are blossoms of better form and 
larger size, longer stems and a taller, 
heavier and more open habit. In this 
class ‘Cecile Brunner’ and “The Fairy’ 
are still planted in reasonable num- 
bers. 


Polyantha? Floribunda? 


Here is where further confusion en- 
ters the picture. Some growers and 
writers use the class names hybrid 
polyantha and floribunda inter- 
changeably. This is wrong, I think. 
Roy Shepherd (an eminent rosarian) , 
in his monumental History of the 
Rose, states “A third type (I did the 
italicizing), to which J. H. Nicolas 
(pronounced NICK-o-la) then direc- 
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‘Golden Fleece,’ large flowered yellow floribunda, makes a bright border along a porch. 


tor of research for the Jackson and 
Perkins Company, applied the name 
floribunda, was derived in most in- 
stances by crossing the hybrid poly- 
anthas with the hybrid teas. In gen- 
eral appearance, this type is inter- 
mediate between the two parents, but 
slightly favors the latter. Few of the 
characteristics of the true polyanthas 
are apparent and it is debatable 
whether these roses should be placed 
with the hybrid polyanthas or hybrid 
teas, or be a distinct class. The des- 
ignation floribunda has considerable 
commercial value, and although its 
application to the group has been 
criticized, the title is appropriate.” 
Plants of this class may be a tax- 
onomist’s nightmare, but they are just 
about a gardener’s dream come true. 
They vary widely in height. ‘Spartan’ 
grows about three feet high, while 
‘Glacier’ is only a bit more than two. 
‘Masquerade’ usually tops five feet, 
with a good spreading habit of 
growth. In Massachusetts I used to 
grow ‘Betty Prior’ well above six feet, 
but here at Biltmore in the South 
she is only a bit better than four feet. 
They are, as a group, vigorous. They 
flower freely, some of them continu- 
ously. The size of the flower cluster 


has been reduced but the form and 
size of the individual bloom has been, 
in many cases, dramatically improved. 
Unfortunately, the hardiness and dis- 
ease resistance tends to lessen as the 
influence of the hybrid teas increases. 

All in all, the floribunda of today 
almost epitomizes the desire of the 
true gardener. That is, floribundas 
grow vigorously almost anywhere, 
have a wide color range, various 
habits of growth and they give almost 
constant bloom. They are thus ex- 
cellent landscape plants. Here their 
uses are almost endless. They can, of 
course, be grown in traditional rose 
beds, but better than most other types 
they serve too in foundation plantings, 
mixed borders, shrub borders, hedges 
both high and low and even, occa- 
sionally, as specimens. 

No discussion of floribundas is com- 
plete without the mention of a few 
of the men who have made them. 
D. T. Poulsen, with help from his 
two sons, Dines and Svend, has pro- 
duced a large group of varieties de- 
signed to produce a maximum of color 
with a minimum of care even in the 
hard climate of their native Denmark. 
E. S. (Gene) Boerner, who followed 
Dr. Nicolas as director of research at 
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Jackson and Perkins, is known to 
many of us as “Papa Floribunda” for 
he has been the leading breeder and 
protagonist of the class in America. 
Holder. of more plant patents than 
any other man in the world, Gene 
feels that in the floribunda lies the 
future of roses for all gardeners. Al- 
most every other rose breeder has had 
a hand in the development of the 
class. Kordes, Lammerts, Leenders, 
Meilland, Prior, Tantau, de 
Ruyter and Le Grice have all added

All right, you say, you have made 
your point but what floribundas should 
I start with, granting that they are 
all you say they are? 

There is an embarrassingly great 
number of choices and any brief list 
must of necessity be a personal one. 
With that understood, here is a selec- 
tion. 

My one favorite is “Betty Prior,’ my 
“sirl friend” of 20 years standing. 
Few are as faithful. Vigorous, almost 
never out of bloom from late May to 
November, the blooms are two-toned 
pink and single. The plants are de- 
cidedly disease resistant. This is really 
tops! 

If you like reds there are many. 
‘Baby Blaze, ‘Frensham’ and ‘World’s 
Fair’ are my favorites. “The Texan,’ 
if a floribunda and not a grandiflora, 
belongs in this category, too! Other 
good ones are ‘Cocorico, ‘Improved 
Lafayette, “Redcap, ‘Wildfire’ and

From it you should be able to get a general idea of the plant’s 
suitability for your own climate.

NEWLY BUILT SUBURBAN HOUSES have a bare look at first. But 
before long the little shrubs and trees hastily planted around it crowd 
one another and hide the views from the windows. This happens, 
unless the owners take pains to find out in advance and allow for 
the approximate height and width (called the “spread”’) of each 
item selected as it grows old, and unless they locate the plantings 
at important points and not in a procession across the whole front 
facade. 

Climate, soil conditions, unusual weather, pests and cultural care 
all affect the growth of trees and shrubs, so that their height and 
spread as given in the charts here is necessarily approximate. With 
age, the annual amount of growth in a given specimen usually 
decreases, but never stops entirely. A reliable nurseryman can tell 
you what to expect in the future height and spread of whatever 
small size items he sells you, under normal conditions. 

He can also tell you if they are hardy in your area, and what 
their special needs are as to soil, exposure to sun or shade, and 
the like. 

It pays to send early in the season for several nursery catalogs 
in order to select from the descriptive pages of trees, shrubs, vines 
and hardy roses, those that will give real distinction to your founda- 
tion and yard planting. Aim to make it different from your neigh- 
bor’s. Plan to have something outstanding for each season, but 
distributed at focal points around the property, and not all in a 
row around the house. 

To supplement the data in catalogs concerning plants unfamiliar 


to you, consult a garden encyclopedia. Your local library will have 
one.

Roof Trees 


You are wise if you start your landscaping program 
with two so-called “roof trees,’ one on the street side 
of the house, preferably near the right or left end of 
the house, and one behind it, both chosen with regard 
to their height when old, so you know they will in time 
overtop the roof. If one can be fast growing, so much 
the better. These roof trees will do more than anything 
else to set off the house, scale it down to the ground 
and relate it to the natural setting. You need taller trees 
for a two or three story dwelling than for a ranch house. 

The chart for roof trees consists of 18 kinds suited 
to low houses and 17 for higher buildings. The spread- 
ing ones like maples and Chinese elms afford shade, so 
often desirable next to an outdoor terrace, but they have 
greedy roots that rob the soil of any nearby flower beds. 
Next to a garden border, an apple tree, pin oak, a Jap- 
anese black pine, beech or the little known but delight- 
ful yellow-wood tree would be better, for shade. 

For a good street tree on narrow lots note that a slen- 
der tree like a red cedar, Lombardy poplar, a pyramidal 
linden is a better choice than Amur cork or Moraine 
locusts which have a wide spread. Try to select one 
roof tree with showy bloom or berries or cones, such as 
dogwood, laburnum, mountain ash, oxydendron, red 
horse chestnut or the pagoda tree. 

In planting a tree or shrub near a house or garage, 
dig the hole a little more than half its ultimate spread 
away from the building. 


Corner Planting 


Next in importance to roof trees are the shrubs and 
small trees useful near house corners to break up and 
soften the vertical line of the architecture. You might 
select the ornamental ‘Paul’s Scarlet’ hawthorn, or plant 
a group, say, of two French lilacs with a white fringe 
tree out further from the corner. Take care to locate 
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them far enough from the house and each other to avoid 
the need for constant trimming as they mature. If your 
corner shrub is intended to screen out an unwelcome 
vista and afford privacy, a Russian olive (listed among 
hedge material on page 31), a purple smoke tree, Amur 
tree lilac, Kousa dogwood, Viburnum trilobum or a 
Laland firethorn would solve this problem. The fire- 
thorn is evergreen and will grow as a large shrub or 
can be trained against a blank wall, where its flowers 
and berries are as striking as those of the Viburnum 
trilobum, and last all winter. 

Where space is limited at a house corner near a drive, 
try flowering crab ‘Eleyi,’ prized for its large red flowers, 
red-purple leaves and red fruit, good for jelly. Or choose 
a columnar evergreen like Irish juniper, Cannart cedar 
in a group with buddleias, or hibiscus, or crape-myrtle 
or Japanese quince ‘Spitfire,’ in front. 


Foundation Planting 


The usual banal foundation planting consists of a 
line of stiffly pointed or globular evergreens swaddling 
the house at ground level. The problem of simplifying 
this procedure depends on organizing the material into 
groups located only where they are needed, as at the 
front entrance to emphasize its importance. 

A symmetrical formal treatment is effective if the 
door is situated with equal space at each side for an 
evergreen such as Hick’s yew (see the hedge chart). It 
has dignity, dark green foliage and red berries all win- 
ter, and can have new growth clipped back to maintain 
a width of about three feet and height of six feet to 
ten feet. Korean box, Euonymus patens, and the erect 
Hetzi or Meyers junipers can be used in the same way. 
If you need at each side of the front door a compact 
columnar juniper that will not exceed seven feet in its 
ultimate height and one foot in its future spread, select 
fastigiata juniper, a very slender variety developed from 
the Irish juniper. If the door is reached by steps, you

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may want to supplement the higher shrubs with lower 
ones in front such as mahonia, and abelia, both broad- 
leaf evergreens with blossoms and graceful forms. Jap- 
anese holly, Ilex convexa, is also excellent in entrance 
groups; it is of a medium height, bushy, hardy and has 
black berries in winter. 

For a lovely little low mat at each side of the lowest 
door step plant Daphne cneorum, and enjoy its pink 
blooms spring and fall. 

In contrast to a symmetrical formal doorway, the 
owner of a modern split level or ranch style house may 
find an informal entrance planting a necessity, because 
there may be room at one side of the door for only a 
trellis with a vine on it, and at the opposite side there 
may be a window calling for a spreading shrub below it 
that will not grow tall. 

There is a small group of informal, blooming broad- 
leaf evergreens, ideal for such use if their need for sun 
or shade and for acid soil can be met. I refer to hardy 
English laurel; azalea Hinocrimson, hybrid rhododendron 
Wilsoni, leucothoe noted for its white spring bloom, and 
bronzy winter foliage color, and two others that thrive in 
semi-shade. One is Japanese andromeda (pieris) as high 
as it is wide, attractive even in winter for its waxy droop- 
ing white flower buds that open in May. The other is the 
new sasanqua camellia, hardy as far north as St. Louis 
and Cape Cod, breathtaking for its large white or pink 
or red flowers in October and November. All these 
charmers need liberal watering during summers and a 
mulch of acid peat around them to preserve moisture. 
The camellias require well rotted cow manure in the 
mulch. 

While it is at doorways that evergreens are most 
needed for their year around greenery, you may find you 
need to balance them by planting a few of those men- 
tioned, with deciduous shrubs under some high window, 
or by selecting very low growing ones to plant under a 
low bay or picture window. For the latter purpose con- 
sult the chart for data on dwarf yew, (Taxus cuspidata 
nana), Mugho pine, cotoneaster with its arching sprays, 
and spreading Andorra juniper. 

These same evergreens are useful along the edge of a 
low porch or at the corners of a terrace behind a house 
and along the side of a split level house where the ground 
begins to slope down toward the garage level. Midway 
down such a slope a Spirea Vanhouttei bush (see cor- 
ner shrubs) would fill in, next to a planting of winter 
creeper Euonymus radicans, an evergreen vine that 
clings to cement (see the vine chart on page 33). Down 
at the bottom of the slope Laland firethorn and hem- 
lock tree would give needed height. 


High and Low Deciduous Shrubs 


Deciduous shrubs offer such opportunities for colorful 
variety in foundation planting that the chart on page 28 
lists 24 possibilities, of which 22 are fairly low. 

Modern homes tend to be either one story high or 
of the split level height, and often have picture windows. 
As a result, low growing shrubs suit them better than 
the higher ones scaled to traditional houses. Nurseries 
now offer new dwarf varieties of forsythia, bush honey- 
suckle and Japanese quince, and feature their numerous 
everblooming floribunda roses, averaging three feet in 
height, for use in foundation planting. They supplement 
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the familiar ‘Hugo’ shrub rose, the rugosa rose ‘Grooten- 
dorst’ and the low pink hedge rose ‘Mabelle Stearns,’ 
for porch corners, next to side doors, front steps, terraces 
or bay windows. All need sun and fertile soil. 

The floribunda rose ‘Circus,’ for instance, could be 
planted with Japanese holly (Ilex convexa), Arnold’s 
dwarf forsythia, and late blooming caryopteris ‘Blue 
Mist’ at one side of a blue front door, that has large- 
flowered blue clematis against the white painted clap- 
board on the other side. This blue and yellow color 
scheme in shrub planting could be carried out at the 
side of the house adjacent to the clematis and consist of 
blue hydrangea, potentilla ‘Gold Drop,’ and subzero 
floribunda rose ‘Yellow Curls,’ under a bay window 
with blue blinds. 


Tips on Spacing Foundation Planting 


Where two or more shrubs form a group, add the 
approximate spreads of two adjacent plants, divide it 
in half and dig the two holes for them as far apart 
(center to center) as the resulting measure amounts to, 
plus six inches to allow for extra spread. This method 
of spacing shrubs applies not only to those near the 
house but to the distance between a given plant and 
one in front of it. Allow half the spread plus six inches 
extra between any shrub and the wall of a building. 
Allow three feet or more of unbroken wall space be- 
tween groups of shrubs or single shrubs in foundation 
planting, besides the space to allow for their spread 
when old. Along the ground between shrubs you can 
plant Baltic ivy or myrtle (Vinca minor) as a filler to 
avoid having to mow grass there so close to the house. 


Vines in Foundation Planting 


If a dwelling has an ugly cement basement wall that 
shows below the side wall construction, let the Baltic 
ivy you plant between shrubs where there are empty 
spaces at ground level, be allowed to climb up against 
this basement. Winter creeper (Euonymus radicans) also 
climbs cement or masonry walls. Both are evergreen 
and can climb against brick or masonry or cement walls 
of the house itself and up chimney breasts. The decidu- 
ous Boston ivy (woodbine) is useful for the same pur- 
pose and has glowing fall color. 

For flowering vines to adorn porch pillars, walls or 
trellises next to a door, try climbing hydrangea, or 
silver lace vine, both self-climbing. Both will tolerate a 
shady exposure, which is an asset. Large flowered clem- 
atis needs a firm support and morning sun, but not hot 
afternoon sun. Give autumn clematis and everblooming 
climbing and pillar roses support and exposure to full 
sun. The alluring varieties of the latter include red 
‘Thor, ‘White Dawn,’ pink ‘New Dawn,’ ‘Climbing 
Goldilocks’ and coral ‘Dream Girl.’ Use them at door- 
ways, on porch pillars, on fences, against stone walls 
and to frame picture windows and garage doors. 

Trumpet vine ‘Madame Galen’ is a much improved 
variety with enormous coral flowers, and will climb to 
the roof of a high house if given a rough wall or sup- 
porting wire. The Japanese wisteria floribunda has fra- 
grance and blooms later than Chinese wisteria in long 
clusters of pink, white or purple, if fed with manure 
mulch. Its scraggly growth is pruned back in the sum- 
mer. Train it on heavy wires or around posts.

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Hedges, Border, Screen and 
Background Planting 


Close clipped hedges of various heights give a trim 
air to a suburban home whether used across the front 
of the yard, and at each side of a path to the doors, or 
whether used as a boundary hedge between neighbor- 
ing yards. For a high hedge in such cases, or in cold 
climates the hardy Amur privet is useful and Regel’s 
privet, Ilex crenata rotundifolia, Korean box, or alpine 
currant, Ribus alpinus, are useful for lower hedges. 
The latter is called the “boxwood of the north” be- 
cause it endures severe climates but can be sheared like 
English box, has fine leaves and takes deep shade under 
trees where no other hedge plant will thrive. 


Arbor-vitae, hemlock, Hick’s yew and Cannart juniper 
make dense high evergreen screens or backgrounds for 
any area, such as the rear boundary of a backyard be- 
hind a garden, where privacy is desired, and can be 
clipped or not. The yew and juniper will tolerate city 
conditions of soot and smoke. For a windbreak, Russian 
olive is advised. Japanese barberry has thorns to keep 
out intruding animals. Dwarf ninebark (see foundation 
planting chart) and pussy willow would grow compact 
enough to do the same. All three are attractive. For 
flowering hedges of medium height, see the items starred 
in the corner shrub chart. Some of them, like Weigela 
Vanicecki and Spirea Vanhouttei, may grow too wide 
for hedging a small yard. Multiflora rose is often sold 
for a suburban hedge but is best suited to large-scale 
rural property. Floribunda roses ranging from the pygmy 
red and gold ones, only one foot high, to the many va- 
rieties three feet high, make excellent border and edg- 
ing plants. Around a low brick porch, try Pachistima 
canbyi or crimson pygmy barberry. Deutzia or blue leaf 


arctic willow (see the foundation planting chart) are 
handsome as a border along a flagstone path to the door. 


Distances Apart for Hedge and Border Planting 


It makes sense to ask the dealer who sells you hedge 
material how far apart to plant it, because this varies 
with the size of the young specimens you buy, and de- 
pends on whether you are planting one row or two 
staggered rows, and whether you plan to let the bushes 
grow naturally or to keep them clipped to grow dense. 


Dooryard Ornamentals for Accent 


An ornamental small tree somewhere along the path 
to a front or side door adds a welcoming note. For this 
location, choose trees with slender trunks and branches 
that do not come down to the ground and obscure the 
vista from the street. 

Another place to accent is the driveway, either where 
it turns in from the street or along one side of it, allow- 
ing ample room for the spread of the tree. Another 
good focal point for an erect shrub like the common 
lilac is near the corner of the front dooryard. You may 
like at any of these situations the striking, low spreading 
shrub Euonymus alatus compactus (see page 28). It has 
year-round interest, with yellow flowers in May, pinky 
crimson fall foliage color, reddish-purple seed capsules 
and unique winged cork bark as a winter attraction. 

By studying the list on page 33, you can select four 
ornamentals for accent, one for each season. Try red- 
bud or saucer magnolia for spring, a flowering crab or 
cherry for Maytime display, a styrax, albizzia or tamarix 
for midsummer thrills, plus a climbing everblooming 
rose over a low fence near the front entrance or along 
a path. A red maple can enliven the scene until winter, 
and a white clump birch will serve as a beacon the 
year around with its white bark. ¢

The Birdsfoot Violet 


ANY FLOWER LOVER who has seen 
the birdsfoot violet (Viola pedata) 
adding its touches of rich embroidery 
to the raw subsoil of highway cuts in 
the Ozarks is tempted to try it in his 
own garden. Many have tried it and 
some have succeeded. Others have 
failed. It is well worth the effort. 

The delicately fragrant, pansy-like 
flowers of this aristocrat of the Viola 
family are varied, but all are appeal- 
ing. There are three definite types. 
Viola pedata is the bi-color form. The 
two upper petals are a deep violet 
color with a velvety texture. The color 
is so dark that it is sometimes de- 
scribed as purple. The three lower 
petals have been described variously as 
blue, lilac, and purple-lilac. The color 
is quite variable and a bit illusive. 

There is also a white form, V. 
pedata alba, and a form in which all 
the petals are light blue or lilac, V. 
pedata lineariloba. The latter is more 
common in Missouri though the white 
form has been reported. Some eastern 
writers describe only the bi-color form 
which suggests that it predominates in 
some areas. 

The pale blue or lilac form is quite 
variable in its coloring here in the 
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Midwest. On some plants the blossoms 
are of such a delicate blue that we 
may describe the color as an off shade 
of white. In others the blue is more 
intense, and in some the color is lilac. 
We are told by reliable observers that 
occasionally a color between pink and 
lavender is found in the Missouri 
Ozarks. All the specimens that I have 
seen have the texture and charm of 
dainty porcelain. All have orange cen- 
ters that add to their attractiveness. 


Unique Leaves 


The leaves, unlike other violets, are 
divided somewhat similar to the foli- 
age of the larkspur only much more 
refined. The flowers overtop the leaves 
so that frequently we are conscious 
only of the delicate beauty of the 
blossoms themselves and completely 
overlook the foliage. In some speci- 
mens the petals are more rounded giv- 
ing a pansy-like appearance to the 
flower. In others the petals are elon- 
gated making the blossoms appear 
more informal. 

Its resemblance to a pansy has led 
to the frequently used common name 
of wild pansy. However, it is a true 
violet and not a pansy at all. 


The birdsfoot violet has a wide dis- 
tribution over the eastern half of the 
country. It is reported growing in 
areas bounded by a line from Massa- 
chusetts to Minnesota south to Loui- 
siana and Florida. Wild flower publi- 
cations from Missouri, Illinois, and 
Kansas list it as native. 

Three quarters of a century ago in 
a volume titled Popular Flowers E. S. 
Rand, Jr., stated, “We grow it plenti- 
fully in the garden, where it comes up 
year after year, and increases. The 
only care is to transplant it, when in 
bloom, with a ball of earth; of hun- 
dreds moved in this way, we have 
never lost a plant.” 

Fred Fate, nurseryman and natur- 
alist of Columbia, Missouri, has grow- 
ing in his garden clumps of as fine 
birdsfoot violets as I have ever seen 
growing in the Ozarks where in May 
these dainty blue flowers may be 
counted by the thousands. 

Mr. Fate prepared his soil by first 
taking off the top three or four inches, 
then digging out the next six or eight 
inches, and finally putting the top 
soil in the bottom of the trench and 
the lower soil on top. In the process 
he added some sand and gravel. Also 
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he raised the level of the bed three 
or four inches above the surrounding 
soil. His garden has a gentle but dis- 
tinct slope. 


Soil Preferences 


A soil test of the bed where the 
birdsfoot violets were growing gave a 
PH reading of 5.9, which is considered 
slightly acid. Norman Taylor in his 
excellent book Wild Flower Garden- 
ing gives pH 6 as the optimum for 
growing birdsfoot violets. 


The soil in the Fate garden has a 
rather low humus content and is a 
bit low in potassium though it is rather 
well supplied with phosphate. The 
garden is in full sun. We might rea- 
sonably presume that the key factors 
in Mr. Fate’s success are a satisfactory 
pH value, good drainage, and ample 
sun. 

Soil tests from sites in Dent, Madi- 
son, Crawford, Maries, and Iron 
Counties, Missouri, where this violet 
grows reveal pH readings from 4.7 to 
7. In the case of both extremes, the 
plants were not thriving as they were 
in other sites where conditions were 
more favorable. We may expect our

best growth within a pH range of 5 
to 6 (and possibly 6.4). This despite 
the fact that we occasionally see the 
statement that the birdsfoot violet re- 
quires a very acid soil. 


Since we find it growing more fre- 
quently in gritty soil and on steep 
slopes than otherwise, we may assume 
that good drainage is desirable. We 
see strong colonies growing in raw 
subsoil where there is virtually no or- 
ganic matter and where there is little 
or no other vegetation. The fertility 
of such soil is extremely low. But the 
plant might respond to fertilizer. 


Of numerous colonies observed on 
a recent trip through the Ocaarks, 
nearly all were growing in full sun; 
in fact, some were on steep banks with 
a south exposure. Others 
steep north slopes in considerable 
shade. In a wild flower garden, I 
would rather risk full sun than very 
much shade. 

I would guess that we would pro- 
duce stronger clumps with finer flow- 
ers if we provide a moderately fertile, 
sandy loam with good drainage and a 
pH factor of 5 to 6.4. Probably a 


were on 


moderate application of bone meal 
would be helpful. 

Last spring I planted half a dozen 
birdsfoot violets in my garden which 
is rather fertile clay loam with a pH 
factor of 6.2. The plants vary from a 
single stem to a clump that might pro- 
duce six or eight flowers. The bed is 
raised about four inches above the sur- 
rounding soil and is in a site where the 
drainage is naturally good. By early 
June, when this was written, they were 
thriving. 

For the person who wants to at- 
tempt to grow birdsfoot violets, it is 
suggested that first a soil sample be 
taken for a test at the state college 
of agriculture, or at the county exten- 
sion office. If the pH reading is not 
above 6.4, we may expect that factor 
to be satisfactory. 

The next consideration is drainage. 
Unless the drainage is naturally good, 
it will be desirable to raise the bed 
four or five inches above the surround- 
ing soil. The addition of sand incor- 
porated in the soil may be helpful. If 
you want to add some acid peat, it 
will do no harm. All this should be 
thoroughly incorporated in the soil to 
a depth of eight or ten inches. #

LONG A FAVORITE with landscape architects, the showy 
blooms of clematis afford a striking accent to the sum- 
mer garden, especially when used as a background for 
many varieties of lilies. Versatile, generally pest-free and 
when once established, capable of surviving severe win- 
ters, clematis may be called truly spectacular. They are 
equally attractive with roses. 

The secret of success with clematis lies in a proper 
selection of varieties and in adherence to planting and 
cultural needs. Not all varieties will grow equally well 
in a given area. Differences in soil composition, ex- 
tremes in temperatures, improper fertilizers or watering, 
failure to mulch for the colder climates, planting too 
deep—these constitute most reasons for failures. A re- 
quest to the nearest agricultural center will bring a 
variety list best suited to one’s area. 

In general, clematis, like lilies, should have their feet 
in the shade and their heads in the sun. They are best 
suited for growing on trellises, fences, lamp posts, old 
tree stumps, stone walls, brick or frame walls of houses 
or garages, outdoor fireplaces, porch arbors—any place 
where they can be trained to climb on chicken wire or 
other supports. 
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Adequate preparation of the soil bed where they are 
to live for many years is a prerequisite. Select a site 
where plants receive full sun at least six hours daily. 
Dig a hole two feet wide and two feet deep. Make sure 
of drainage by pouring a gallon or two of water in the 
excavation. If the water drains away within an hour, 
all is well. 


The soil should be well-drained loam fortified with 
humus such as leaf mold or peat moss, a cupful of bal- 
anced commercial fertilizer to which a generous amount 
of sand is added, and an application of ground limestone 
(one quart) with about three cupfuls of bone meal. 
Mix well, water and allow soil to settle a few days. 


For spring planting the bed can be prepared as soon 
as soil is workable. Spread out the roots in the planting 
hole and cover crown with no more than 14 to two 
inches of soil. Firm the vine in place and water. If any 
stems are broken they should be removed. Use a starter 
string or small, slender stake for the shoots to cling to 
until enough growth has been made for the vine to 
reach its permanent support. Prepare a mulch of three 
parts peat moss and one part dried commercial manure. 
This should be placed over the bed to a depth of four 
to six inches and well around it to keep the roots cool 
and moist, and in winter to help keep out frost. Manure 
is not recommended in the bedding soil, for it has 
proved to encourage root-rot nematodes. As the vine 
becomes established, examine it periodically for stem- 
kinking which, if not straightened out, will shut off 
the food supply. 


Shade may be provided by planting ground covers 
near the main stems. These can be myrtle, pachysandra, 
ivy or the like. When cold weather approaches, the 
vines will benefit from a generous hilling of soil and 


a covering of straw or leaves especially over newly 
planted ones. 


Pruning of clematis is a big subject. Remember that 
hybrids (the large, showy kinds) are as a rule not as 
rampant growing as the species; therefore little pruning 
is necessary and that only on well-established vines. 
Removal of dead wood after buds are visible usually 
suffices, unless growth has produced a mass of tangled 
and bunched stems which crowd out flowers. Then, too, 
certain varieties will have top growth winter killed, in 
which case simply cut the vines back to live growth in 
spring, the same way hybrid tea roses are pruned. 


If rabbits or mice are a problem a wire screen placed 


around the stems usually keeps them from nibbling the 
stems. 


Pests and Diseases 


Clematis has in the main few troublesome diseases. 
One of these is root-nematodes. These are tiny worms 
practically invisible to the naked eye. Another name for 
them is eel-worms. Where or how they infest our gardens 
is a subject pathologists have long studied. They may 
be introduced in new soil—or may be carried in by 
heavy rains or winds from nearby infected plants. Ma- 
nure in the bedding soil has been known to harbor and 
encourage growth of these pests. Their presence is re- 
vealed by a gradual wilting of the plants, especially after 
prolonged rains, or so it seems. Application of a soil 
fumigant placed deep enough but without disturbing 
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the roots will generally eradicate them. Nematodes do 
not present too great a problem in regions of cold win- 
ters, because most kinds (and there are many) are 
winter killed. It is mostly in the warm climates of 
Southern states that they become a major problem. 

Aphids can be troublesome. These tiny living hypo- 
dermic needles may infest clematis to a considerable 
degree. They suck the sap in leaves, cause them to turn 
brown and dry up. Periodic sprays with nicotine sulfate 
will eradicate them. 

Certain varieties are susceptible to a form of rust sim- 
ilar to that on roses. Usually prevalent in hot, muggy 
periods of high humidity, rust causes the foliage to be- 
come underscored with brown lesions which, if un- 
checked, will also cause the leaves to curl and dry up. 
The best remedy seems to be periodic sprayings or dust- 
ings with ferbam or Fermate. Be careful not to use 
preparations containing over 20 per cent sulfur, espe- 
cially when temperatures are above 75 degrees. Too 


much sulfur will definitely burn the foliage and leave 
an unsightly residue. 


In general, clematis are remarkably free of disease, 
especially in cooler climates. Certain varieties seem more 
readily inclined to develop good growth than others. 
Don’t be discouraged if a whole season is required for 
the roots to become established. Keep the plant moist 
but not soggy; add a little lime from time to time. Your 
patience will be rewarded with a profusion of bloom and 
the plant will produce for many years. 


Clematis blooms range in size from the panicles of 
the fragrant white Paniculata (sweet autumn clematis) 
with its thousands of tiny flowers to the huge petals of 
Clematis Henryi often measuring eight inches across. 
In between are many varieties of star-shaped, vari- 
colored ones three to five inches across. The steel-blue 
urn-shaped C. crispa or curly clematis, as it is often 
called, and the reddish-rose of the curious urn-shaped 
C. texensis, a variety known also as C. coccinea, of the 
South, are truly oddities worth including in any garden, 
for they are herbaceous in cooler regions and send up 
new growth each year. With proper selection one can 
have a choice of vines varying in height from six to 
20 feet. 

Many gardeners do not know what to do with the 
clusters of feathery achenes (seeds) which follow the 
flowers. Since they are decidedly ornamental I allow 
them to remain on the vine until ripe. A few pods are 
left to drop their seeds and the rest are removed. The 
seeds are immediately worked into the topsoil before 
birds find them, and very often I have a few new 
plants the following season for transplanting elsewhere 
or to give away. 

Not many gardeners know it, but clematis may be 
grown indoors in a sunny window all winter long. It 
will blossom with the same flowers as outdoors in a 
relatively short six to eight weeks. Just pot it in a 
planter box or four-inch pot in rich light soil. Use mod- 
erately loose planting. Insert a trellis or stake when 
planted; keep moist but not soggy. Normal house tem- 
perature and a sunny window are all that are needed. 


The plants can be transplanted outdoors when through 
flowering.

GARDENING 
with 
HOTCAPS

HorKaPs WILL GIVE you a two to four week head start 
in spring gardening. Inside the “kap,” temperature: 
will be ten to 20 degrees warmer than outdoors, no 
insects can enter, and the soil will remain soft and moist. 


Such ideal growing conditions for early gardening car 
be provided inexpensively. The standard hotkaps made 
of waxed paper shaped into a cone cost about fou 
cents each. If you are careful with them, and your dog 
doesn’t chase rabbits through the hotkaps, they can be 
utilized a second season. 


Hotkaps are easily set out over seeds or growing 
plants to guard against rain, frost, cold, hail, birds and 
insects. These little hothouses are early planting insur- 
ance for home gardeners and market growers alike. 
They increase and hasten yield. The cone-like “kaps” 
usually measure 11 inches in diameter at the base and 
come to a point at the top. A cardboard setter is pro- 
vided with quantities of 25 or more of the “kaps.” They 
must be held firmly in place with soil around them or 
spring winds will sail them away. 


Plants can be set out and seeds planted under hot- 
kaps when hard freezes are over, but when frost and 
light freezing is still expected. 


The idea of these individual miniature hothouses 
probably came from France and certain other countries 
where a system of close intensive cultivation of the soil 
is practiced. The general principle is based on getting 
the most out of the soil in the shortest time possible, 
procuring crops at the most profitable seasons and 
wasting no more space or crop than is unavoidable. In 
Europe these small hothouses are called ‘“cloches” 
(kloshes). Cloches are little barn-like structures made 
of glass and supported with small wire frames which are 
placed over outdoor crops. They are set end to end in 
the row, and because they have no ends, an extra pane 


of glass is used at each end of the row to complete the 
protection. 


Cloches are used widely in English gardening and 
there is no reason why we should not use them more. 
They can be usefully employed over fall-sown annuals 
in the border or prized plants or bulbs in the rock gar- 
den, as a cover for violets, or to speed up tulips, daffodils 
and hyacinths. 


The cloche usually provides a “push” in starting seeds 
or young plants, and is then moved on to help get some- 
thing else on its way. It is easy to get an early crop of 
radishes and lettuce by cloche culture. Carrots, peas, 
beans and most annual flower seeds may be started early 


under the cloche. Sweet peas are especially benefited 
by such an early start. 


The inexpensive paper hotkaps can be used in most 
of these instances with satisfying results. They will pro- 
tect tender young plants and cut plant loss to a mini- 
mum. Plants of tomatoes, peppers, cabbage, head lettuce, 
broccoli and most annual flowers will reward you for 
being set out early under the hotkaps. Hills of corn, 
cucumber, watermelon and squash seeds can be covered 


with a hotkap and started three weeks ahead of the 
normal sowing time. 


When not in use, the “kaps” should be cleaned and 
stored in a dry place. ¢

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What's New in Denstemons?

Glenn Viehmeyer, horticulturist at the North Platte, 
Nebraska, Experiment Station, has been a leader in 
the breeding work to improve the penstemon. 


THE ANSWER TO the title is “about everything.” Here 
is a race of plants that has experienced millions of years 
of the heat and cold, wind and drouth of the central 
part of North America. The genus has the reputation 
of being the showiest of our native wild flowers. 

Unfortunately, “pents,” as the pure species, are not 
happy in most gardens. But what a difference when the 
plant breeder starts fooling around with the love life 
of these plants and combines the germ plasms of two or 
more species in a hybrid race! Where the parent species 
were unhappy, their hybrid offspring grow like mad! 

Perhaps you, as a gardener are familiar with the ones 
like Firebird, Garnet and the Sensation hybrid, all of 
which are considerably less than a “sensation” in north- 
ern gardens. Too late to bloom well in our short season, 
too tender to withstand our winters, they leave much 
to be desired. 

But there have been some changes made. Today 
there are a number of hybrids that do bloom early, and 
are hardy. Modern breeding methods have combined 
the germ plasms of dwellers of the high plains, of the 
mountains and deserts in forms that are hardy and 
bloom early. Characters for repeat blooming are being 
captured in the new garden races and it looks as if we 
will soon have forms for almost any use from the low 
border to the tall background plant. 

One species that is excellent is Penstemon pinifolius, 
a tiny evergreen that does well all across the country. 
It would be a pretty edging if it never bloomed at all. 
It does have a lot of bright red flowers during the sum- 
mer that add to its value. Then there are the Fate- 
Seeba hybrids which one imaginative nurseryman has 
named ‘Prairie Bells’ and the Flathead Lake hybrids 
which he calls ‘Indian Jewels.’ Both are excellent 
ornamentals, and plants that should be grown much 
more in the sunny border and in dry locations where 
less hardy things may have trouble. The ‘Prairie Bells’ 
reach up to a height of three to five feet, two-thirds of 
which is flower spike. Even after the flowers have faded, 
the stalks with their conical capsules are good arranger’s 
material. Mostly they come in mixed colors of lavender, 
purple, red, pink and salmon, but the variety ‘Lena 
Seeba, a pure white, was introduced to the nursery 
trade in 1958 and will be available to gardeners in 1959. 
A red flowered strain of the Fate-Seeba hybrid complex 
is being considered for naming and introduction in 1960. 
Still others are in the process of purification and will 
appear later. 

The Flathead Lake hybrids, which our imaginative

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nurseryman friend calls ‘Indian Jewels,’ is in an entirely 
different class from ‘Prairie Bells.’ These hybrids com- 
bine the germ plasms of the red flowered Penstemon 
barbatus of the southwest deserts with the blue flowered 
Habroanthus kinds of penstemons of the Rocky moun- 
tains and the northern plains. Lower plants, the Flat- 
head Lake hybrids have many stalks of purple, blue, 
pink, coral and scarlet blooms that appear in June and 
continue for weeks. Indeed, if the flower stalks are 
removed just below the lowest fruit cluster, most plants 
will send out a second burst of bloom. 

Flowers are interestingly marked with contrasting 
colors. 

At the North Platte Experiment Station a number of 
selections have been made and are being increased. 
After testing, the best of these will be introduced. 

Now let’s take a look into the crystal ball and try to 
make a guess at what the future holds. Certainly the 
present strains and varieties are no more than a begin- 
ning, but one can only guess at the future. Our present 
varieties and strains are “raw hybrids,” the first repre- 
sentatives of a whole tribe of new garden ornamentals. 
For example, there is a huge flowered hybrid, P. cobaea 
x P. triflorus, with two-inch long bells, an inch and one- 
half across, in brilliant purple and old rose shades. This 
and others have been crossed and recrossed. From these 
and other matings it is certain that forms, unknown at 
present, will appear. Selection will eliminate the special 
growing requirements of the pure species, and will 
result in forms that are happy in any garden. There 
will be forms that range from tiny rock plants to giants 
for the tall border. 

There has been a spectacular breakthrough in pen- 
stemon breeding. We have learned how to make “impos- 
sible” crosses and combine the germ plasms of widely 
different species. It is impossible even to guess what 
recombinations of plant traits the future may hold. 

How do you get these new things? There are two 
ways. You can wait until they are introduced by the 
nursery and florist trade, or you can get into the game 
yourself and lend a hand to the fascinating business of 
pulling a wild plant out of nature and fitting it to your 
garden. If you choose the former, start with the kinds 
that will be listed by the nurserymen this spring. There 
are more kinds than there have been before. 

If you choose the latter, better join the American 
Penstemon Society. To do so gives you access to the 
seed exchange maintained by the members. In addition 
you receive a beginner’s handbook that gives a lot of 
cultural information and the Bulletin as well. The 
annual dues of two dollars should be sent to Mrs. Edward

Coffee Ground Compost 
Dear Editor: 

In an institution like ours we have a 
lot of coffee grounds, so I became inter- 
ested in the idea of using it for compost. 
I made up a batch in a No. 10 can and 
kept it moist, made drainage holes in the 
bottom of the can, and turned the mix- 
ture occasionally. In two months it had 
become dark black and had a clean earthy 
smell. I tried this compost in a soil mixture 
(ratio: 3 parts of compost, 1 part soil) 
for potting coleus, and have had encour- 
aging results. The plants have vivid color, 
large leaves, and compact growth. Other 
Flower & Garden readers might be in- 
terested in this idea.

cide. Fermate, either as a spray or dust 


will aid in keeping rust under control. 
Dusting the plants with sulfur every ten 
days from the time the leaves appear 


throughout the season is the most widely 
used preventative. 


Should a buddleia be trimmed in the 
spring? Mine is about four years old 
and has never been trimmed. It blooms 
well, but the flowers are not as large as 
I expected. Would trimming make them 
larger?

To secure the best in bloom from a 
buddleia to within about six 
inches of the ground each spring just at 
the time new growth begins to show at the 
base of the shrub. This new growth is 
usually evident in late March. New wood 
produced after this severe pruning is more 
vigorous and the flowers heavier than the 
ones produced on two-year-old wood.

look What's Packed 
in a Packet of Seeds 


A SEED PACKET is small. Filled with 
perennial seeds, you could balance it 
on your little finger and scarcely feel 
any weight. Plants will grow from 
those seeds, bringing immeasurable 
joy and satisfaction, flowers to cut and 
to share, and perhaps even improved 
health to the gardener for having 
been out in the fresh air and sunshine 
while digging in the good earth. Plant 
the contents and discover for your- 
self what is packed in a packet of 
seeds. 

You’ve never had success with per- 
ennial seeds? They just won’t grow 
for you? Nonsense! Many choice va- 
rieties are as easy as zinnias JF a little 
extra care is taken in planting. The 
kinds practical to start from seeds 
would be too long to list but the be- 
ginner’s selection would not be wrong 
if he chose such varieties as balloon- 
flower (platycodon), daylily (hemero- 
callis) and lily (lilium). These are 
merely suggestions. There are many 
others equally good and easy. 

Balloon-flower is a very desirable 


perennial that blooms the first year 
from seeds. A mixed packet would 
produce the most variation — blue, 
white, and perhaps pale pink blos- 
soms in single or semi-double forms. 
The buds are like little balloons which 
explains its common name. Children 
like to pop the buds—if they pop 
yours, remember to save seeds to give 
them. They can grow their own bal- 
loons to pop for the seeds are large 
enough that even a child can plant 
them. The plants are long-lived—a 
valuable addition to a July garden. 

Seeds of hemerocallis germinate 
easily. Plants may bloom the second 
year. They are long-lived, not fussy, 
and very dependable. Seldom are 
there two seedlings exactly alike. Col- 
ors may be yellow, orange, red, pink- 
toned, or bi-colored. Each blossom 
lasts but a day. Treasure the plants 
most that have the largest number of 
buds and those with blossoms that 
remain fresh and pretty well into the 
night.

Hemerocallis are easy to grow from seeds. They are fine 
for cutting. The choicest seedlings have many buds to a stem 
with a number of blossoms open at the same time. The 


above is a single stem with five open blossoms. 


There are many true lilies from 
which to choose. Not all are easy but 
we can leave the dificult ones for the 
real green-thumbers. For our first 
planting experiences, we flesh-colored- 
thumb gardeners can find sufficient 
excitement and satisfaction in grow- 
ing kinds that come easily like Lilium 
formosanum. The name appears less 
formidable when we remember that 
Formosa is the native home of this 
lily—an island that is often mentioned 
in the news. 

To be successful with these packets 
of seeds the important point is to have 
a seed bed where moisture and tem- 
perature can be controlled. Choose a 
sunny location. Make a seed frame of 
convenient size from four boards (five 
or six inches wide) nailed together or 
staked in place to form the boundaries 
of the bed. The soil should be soft 
and humusy—water must soak down 
quickly and easily —the tender new 
shoots must not have a hard crust 
above them. 

Plant the seeds early. There will be 
March days when the soil is unfrozen 
and the temperature such that it 
tempts one to work outside. (I’ve 
planted in April and May and even 
June but germination and growth are 
far better with the earlier planting.) 
Make a rather shallow furrow for 


seeds the size of balloon-flower. The 
daylily and lily seeds should have half 
an inch of soil over them. On a windy 
day, mix the papery-thin lily seeds 
with a little damp sand to keep them 
from blowing away while planting. 

Label each row with a marker, giv- 
ing the name of plant, source of seed, 
and date planted. There will be times 
when you wish to recall such data. 
Many gardeners take time to record 
these things also in a garden notebook. 

Sprinkle the seed bed when the 
planting is finished. Cover the frame 
with a burlap bag to keep the soil 
from drying out and to prevent a 
heavy rain from washing out the seeds. 
It keeps the seed bed cool when a 
hot sun bears down. 

The seeds will germinate in due 
time. The soil must be nicely moist 
at all times but never soggy wet. Two- 
leafed plants will come up in the 
platycodon row—single green grass- 
like spears will first appear in the 
daylily and lily rows. After the plants 
are well up, the rows can be mulched 
with rotted straw or partially decayed 
leaves to conserve moisture, and the 
burlap bag can be removed except on 
days when a strong wind is blowing. 

Keep the plants growing as fast as 
possible by hand watering when the 
rains fail. If the plants have plenty 
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of space in the row, it would be bet- 
ter not to disturb the platycodons un- 
til late fall or early the next spring. 
If they are crowded they will make 
better plants if reset after they are 
large enough to handle easily. This 
will be when they are an inch or more 
tall and have four to six true leaves. 

If possible reset any plants toward 
evening or on a cloudy day. Even then 
it is well to shade the plants in some 
way for a few days until they become 
settled in their new location. I always 
have weeds close at hand that I can 
pull and tuck around and over the 
plants but better gardeners would not 
have this dubious commodity at hand. 
A few branches clipped from a tree 
that needed pruning will do just as 
well, or berry boxes or tin cans with 
bottoms removed can be set over the 
plants. 


The daylilies can be reset when 
they have good root systems—which 
will be when they are around three or 
four inches high. Mulch them to con- 
serve moisture and to keep the soil 
cool. Shade them for a few days. The 
swollen roots (fleshy, longish tubers) 
are quite different from the fleshy 
roots of the platycodon.

It pays to space the lily seeds so 
that the plants can remain in the 
seed frame the first season. An inch 
apart would be all right for they prob- 
ably will not all grow. If a few bulbs 
are too close, they could be lifted 
carefully and reset. 

The lilies have true bulbs (made up 
of fleshy overlapping scales) with ba- 
sal roots as well as stem roots. Do not 
overwater which would cause the bulbs 
to rot. A few of them may bloom the 
first fall—white trumpet shaped blos- 
soms with cool green throats. After a 
frost has killed the tops, an inch or two 
of soil may be added. After the soil 
is frozen, mulch the lily row with three 
or four inches of rotted straw or leaves 
that will not pack such as oak leaves 
or pine needles. ¢

areas these varieties may do better or 
worse. The only way to see if the 
French hybrid grapes will satisfy one’s 
needs or expectations is to try them. 

Seibel 1000 — Recommended primarily 
for its hardiness where most grapes winter- 
kill. Early midseason, medium large clus- 
ters of medium black berries. 


Seibel 5279—A very early golden yellow 
variety with large, long, slender clusters 
and medium large berries. This is one of 
the very earliest to ripen and is the earliest 
good quality table grape. Adherent skin 
with soft, tender flesh which is very sweet 
and pleasant eating. Very hardy. Should 
be sprayed for black rot where this disease 
is troublesome. 


Seibel 9110—This variety is one of the 
most beautiful grapes of all with very 
attractive golden yellow berries of pointed 
oval or egg shape. An early midseason 
variety with large, tapering clusters and 
medium large berries. An excellent table 
variety equal to vinifera. Adherent skin, 
tender, crisp flesh with high sugar content. 


Deserves a wide trial. Vigorous and very 
productive. 


Seibel 13053—A very early black with 
medium large clusters of medium berries, 
Vigorous, productive and hardy. Suggested 
for trial in northern areas because of its 
earliness and hardiness. 


Birds are quite 
fond of it. 


Seibel 14664—This variety is perhaps 
the best table variety on the list. Clusters 
are large to very large, tapering, compact 
with large, elongated oval yellow berries, 
Beautiful, and when well grown has a de- 
lightfully sweet, faintly muscat flavor, 
Equal to vinifera grapes in quality with 
thin, adherent skin and tender flesh. While 
perhaps not as widely adapted as some 
other French hybrids, its exceptional table 
qualities make it deserving of trial. Vig.

SHORT-STEMMED FLOWERS 


A few short-stemmed flowers in a 
tiny container are very charming, 
but usually difficult to arrange. I 
keep two small opaque vases half- 
filled with vermiculite. When I wish 
to use some tiny blossoms, I fill the 
container with water and put the 
stems in the vermiculite. This ma- 
terial holds the flowers in place very 
nicely. When I throw out the blooms, 
I wipe off the outside of the con- 
lainer, pour off the water, and put 
it back on the shelf for further use. 
From time to time I empty out the 
vermiculite, saving it for further use, 
and give the vase a good scrubbing.

Questions Asked and Answered 


What is the correct name for 
the plant called yesterday-today- 
and-tomorrow ? 

The common name you have given 
aptly describes the flowers of Brun- 
felsia calycina floribunda. They open 
purple, fade to lavender and finally 
to white over a three-day period. An- 
other choice brunfelsia is the species 
americana, called lady-of-the-night 
because its tubular white-fading-to- 
yellow flowers are delightfully fra- 
grant at night. If you live where freez- 
ing weather occurs, these small ever- 
green shrubs must be grown as pot 
or tub plants. They will thrive in a 
rich, slightly acid soil which must 
have good drainage. Brunfelsias like 
moisture and semi-shade, though in 
most situations under glass, they will 
take full sun if provided with plenty 
of water. These shrubs can be kept 
to indoor proportions by keeping their 
roots potbound and by pruning the 
top growth. Brunfelsias are members 
of the solanum family (potatoes and 
tomatoes are common relatives) and 


a temperature of 60 degrees or more 
is to their liking. 


Why do the leaves of my fittonia 
curl under and turn brown? 

Fittonias require a loose, rich, moist 
soil. They like a shady place with 
moisture-laden air. Books about 
greenhouse gardening give a clue to 
their successful house culture: fit- 
tonias are suggested by several authors 
for growing in the shaded, densely hu- 
mid areas under greenhouse benches. 
When I first grew indoor plants, and 
had but a few, I could get fittonias 
to grow only in a terrarium where 
high humidity could be maintained. 
Later, as I have collected many more 
plants, the humidity of our house has 
increased, and the fittonias thrive on 
a window sill among other plants. 
They closely resemble episcias in ap- 
pearance and cultural requirements, 
even to their dislike for temperatures 
below 55 degrees. Fittonia Verschaf- 
felti is pink veined; its variety argyro- 
neura is white veined. 


Fittonia argyroneura 
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What is the name of the “sweat 
plant” which is used in terrarium 
plantings? 


This plant is Selaginella Martensit. 
Selaginellas are related to ferns, and 
like their kin, they have no flowers. 
Where the small leaves join the stems, 
spores are formed from which new 
plants develop. Spores are far smaller 
than even the smallest of seeds, but 
they take the place of seeds in the 
reproduction of plants that bear no 
flowers. 

Most of the selaginellas (there are 
more than 400 different species) can 
be grown in a rich, woodsy soil. They 
will grow beautifully in the moist 
conditions of a terrarium. 


What would cause the leaves of 
my asparagus-fern to turn yellow 
even before new shoots are fully 
grown? 


Asparagus sprengeri is a good-na- 
tured and attractive basket plant. 
Only a dry, hard soil and intense heat 
could make it wither. Replant your 
sprengeri in humusy, woodsy soil, or 
buy a prepared indoor planter mix 
which is rich in leaf mold and peat 
moss. Grown in a sunny place, this 
asparagus will bear small red fruit 
balls. It appreciates a temperature 
range of 50 to 70 degrees in the win- 
ter, and plenty of moisture. Asparagus 
plumosus is the delicate greenery 
often provided with a dozen roses 
from the florist. It is not as easily 
grown as sprengeri, but the foliage is 
more desirable. 


Why do the buds of my flame 
violet dry up and fall off? 


Episcia reptans (formerly called E. 
coccinea and fulgida; sometimes 
“flame violet”) likes to grow in a 
warm, humid place. Indoors we have 
flowered episcias in windows facing 
all directions with a humidity range 
of 40 to 60 per cent. Temperatures 
below 60 degrees are uncomfortable 
for episcias. Try to provide more hu- 
midity by grouping several plants to- 
gether, preferably on a tray of moist 
sand or pebbles. The dry heat of 
Many rooms is the hardest indoor 
gardening problem to solve. There are 
two windows in most dwellings which 
are likely to be more humid than 
others: the window above the kitchen 
sink, and the one above the bathtub.

THE FLORISTS’ CINERARIA (actually, 
Senecio cruentus) definitely dislikes 
dryness and warmth, insists on cool 
air (40 to 60°) and more moisture 
than you would dare provide for most 
pot plants. Mine seem to like my 
make-shift hotbed which is warmed 
only by air coming out through a cel- 
lar window, and must be protected 
from freezing on coldest nights by a 
thick layer of old blankets. The east- 
ern exposure provides some sun, but 
not too much; and the damp earth on 
which the pots are set keeps the air 
humid, prevents soil in the pots from 
drying out rapidly. Closed-in but un- 
heated porches, cool attic windows— 
and, of course, cool greenhouses—also 
provide fine growing conditions 

I buy one packet of mixed-color 
seeds each year, preferably of the 
dwarf or “nana” varieties, which stay 
under eight inches tall but spread to 
ten inches across. Flowers are smaller 
than the giant exhibition hybrids but 
equally profuse; and the compact 
plants are more suitable for use as 
table centerpieces and gifts. Scanty 
but successive monthly sowings of 
these seeds from May through Octo- 
ber supply us with blooming plants 
continuously from Christmas through 
latest spring, and even some for early 
summer color in outdoor 
boxes. 

Seeds are planted one-eighth inch 
deep in sterilized sandy-textured soil 
with some humus or leaf mold added, 
in a plastic refrigerator dish or cake 
pan which can be covered with sheet 
plastic to keep the medium moist. 
Sometimes I set the containers on top 
of our new oil-burning furnace, some- 
times on the warmest spot atop the 
refrigerator or TV set. With this slight

warmth, germination occurs in ten 
days to two weeks. Then, the contain- 
ers are uncovered and set in a warm 
and light but not sunny spot until 
the plants are large enough to trans- 
plant easily. 

Seedlings can be transplanted into 
flats or trays, or directly into pots. 
The soil mixture is the same—sandy, 
for good drainage, with some humus. 
Usually I put broken pieces of bar- 
becue charcoal in the bottom of the 
pots to keep the moist soil “sweet.” 

The seedlings now move into their 
cool, semi-sunny growing quarters 
where they remain until flower buds 
begin to open. As the plants grow, 
they’re moved into successively larger 
pots, ending usually with the four-or- 
five-inch size. Fertilizer is fed infre- 
quently, in weak solution, until buds 
are formed. Then liquid manure or 
a soluble balanced fertilizer in strength 
recommended on the package is used 
at weekly or even semi-weekly inter- 
vals. 

Cinerarias are remarkably easy to 
grow, and to grow well. Only once 
have they disappointed me. Carelessly, 
I allowed the soil to dry out for some 
hours. The larger leaves wilted fast 
and were lost. And the top growth 
then protruded on a scraggly stem 
without the luscious rosette of green 
leaves below to tie it down into the 
pot. That once was enough. I now 
water regularly, and spray the leaves 
in the morning as often as possible. 

This summer, I hope to have ci- 
herarias to use for accent in my an- 
nual flower beds. Their large, velvety 
green leaves and mounds of dark- 
eyed daisy-like flowers in striking pur- 
ples, pinks, lavenders, whites and com- 
binations thereof should be effective.

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Wakes the Difherence 


“Dear Heart,” EXCLAIMED Grand- 
mother as she saw my offering of a 
Madonna lily bulb, “we can’t put a 
lily in this garden. It just wouldn’t 
be happy here.” Grandmother knew 
that she couldn’t raise lilies, delphin- 
iums, gardenias and primroses in her 
garden, although she loved all of 
them. It was useless to plant them. 
After a fashion, she knew why. Every 
spring she started out into the garden, 
a glass of water in her hand, and I 
trailed along, as always, in her wake, 
also carrying a glass of water. She 
was about to verify for perhaps the 
fiftieth time what she already knew, 
that her soil was bitter and would 
grow only the things that grow in 
bitter soil. She put a little dirt on 
her tongue, cocked her head on one 
side while she considered it, spit vigor- 
ously and rinsed her mouth. I did the 
same for I aspired to be a good gar- 
dener too. Grandmother sighed and 
shook her head sadly. So did I, al- 
though the soil tasted just fine to me. 

Fortunately there were a few spots 
in the garden where leaves from the 
apple trees had fallen and stayed over 
winter, where the soil was a little more 
sour than bitter. The place where 
Grandfather sawed up branches for 
the kitchen range, five or six inches 
deep in sawdust, had beautiful sour 
soil under it. Grandmother dug there 
for soil for the window boxes and 
pots. Often she spread a layer of it 
on the strawberry bed before the new 
plants were set out. Always she gave 
the roses a mulch of this sawdust soil. 

“It makes all the difference,” she 
would say solemnly, looking at her 
truly gorgeous cabbage roses and the 
climbing scarlet spreading over the 
roof of her gray cottage. 


“pH” 
Never in Grandmother’s life had 


she heard of pH. If she had, all the 


acid-loving flowers would have been 


BY DorotHy SCHROEDER 


blooming gaily along with her sweet 
peas, acacias, heliotrope, calendulas 
and forget-me-nots. 

Nature doesn’t make things perfect 
for us. Now, take this matter of soils, 
Sandy soils, low in clay or organic 
matter, have low reserves of acidity. 
Clay soils have high reserves. Peat 
and muck soils have very high 
reserves. 

Just what is this “pH?” It is a way 
of measuring soil acidity and alkalinity 
just as a yardstick is a way of measur- 
ing inches. The pH yardstick runs 
from 0 to 14. The 0 end of the meas- 
ure is the acid end; the 14 the alkaline. 
Therefore halfway between, or 7, the 
acid and alkaline exactly balance and 
the soil is neutral, neither the one nor 
the other. If the soil tests less than 7 
it is acid, if more than 7, it is alkaline. 

Many Western soils are alkaline, 
mineral rich but with the minerals 
locked up by the high alkalinity. That 
was Grandmother’s trouble and _ the 
despair of her gardening life. How 
easily it could have been corrected! 
When I woke up to the true needs of 
my soil, and added compost, peat and 
leaf mold to it, I found that I had no 
trouble at all growing anything in it. 

I have known Eastern gardeners to 
come out to our country, and, before 
planting in the spring, spread a goodly 
amount of lime on their soil, thus 
increasing its already too high alkaline 
content. Liming would be excellent 
treatment for most Eastern soils where 
rainfall is heavy and soil is often clay. 
Calcium and magnesium are dissolved 
in rainwater and leached out of such 
soil. Lime replaces them, at the same 
time raising the pH. If my Eastern 
neighbors had tested their soil first 
they would have added sulfur, not 
lime to it, and immeasurably height- 
ened their flowers’ chances for health 
and beauty. 

Most flowers do well in a soil that 
ranges from slightly acid to neutral.

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If you have to choose one pH for all 
your plants, the best would be 6.5 to 
7. Here is a good reason; at this pH 
all the minerals in the soil are avail- 
able to plants. If the soil is too acid, 
or too alkaline, certain necessary min- 
erals are “locked up” in it, there, but 
not to be had by plants hungering 
for them. Then you have the wretched 
situation of plants starving to death 
in the midst of plenty. 

The 6.5 to 7 pH provides the best 
environment for the tiny organisms 
that change the nitrogen in the air 
to food which plants can absorb. It is 
the best soil for the bacteria that de- 
compose plant tissue to make humus. 

You will find an impressive number 
of flowers that prefer this pH for 
growth and flowering: roses, African 
violets, bleeding hearts, fuchsias, gera- 
niums, hyacinths, irises, lilacs, narcis- 
sus, pansies, snapdragons, tulips, to 
mention a few. 

Here is another reason for chang- 
ing your pH if your soil is either too 
acid or alkaline. 
better tilth,

You will have much 
a nice crumbly even tex- 
your pH is 6.5 or above 
and below 8. This is especially true 
if calcium has been added to bring 
up the pH. From lumpy dirt it be- 
comes the soil you love to touch. It 
all goes back to those busy bacteria. 
Give them a soil in which they can 
live and work efficiently and they'll 
work it over and over, producing a 
medium in which plants can put forth 
strong roots. Decomposing remains 
of these roots continue to keep the 
soil structure in good condition. 


Soil Testing 

Testing for pH is almost as simple 
as measuring a yard with a ruler. 
Testing devices are sold by all gar- 
dening shops. The simplest is merely 
a strip of paper which one pushes 
down into the damp soil. If it doesn’t 
change color, the soil is 7, or neutral. 
If it turns pink the soil is acid; if 
blue, it is alkaline. 

The inexpensive testing kits are 
more accurate because they give the 
degree of acidity or alkalinity of the 
soil. Dig up a specimen of soil, using 
a tool that has not come in contact 
with fertilizer or compost. I like a 
clean spoon. about four 
inches down and being careful not to 
touch the sample with your hands 
(they have an acid reaction, you 
know), put a tiny amount into a test

Consider an Accessory 


BY Mrs. Louris H. AMER 


Accessories are fascinating, and 
they can be an inspiring part of 
arranging plant material. To be suc- 
cessfully used any object must first 
be considered for color, shape and style 
according to the theme you wish to 
portray. If an accessory tells a story, 
repeats one or more colors, or con- 
tributes to the atmosphere of a com- 
position, it is a good choice, and will 
contribute beauty and style to the 
plan. 


The composition here features a 
pottery giraffe, which contributes both 
in color and atmosphere to the fin- 
ished picture. The giraffe’s color is 
green with an overcast of brown, re- 
peating the colors of the plant ma- 
terial and base (the base is of heavy 
mottled green alabaster). 


A curved palm heart is placed dra- 
matically to curve forward like a wind- 
blown palm tree. The figure placed 
backward beneath the palm _ looks 
naturally reposed, and gives a third di- 
mension to the composition. 

The foliage is the elegant dracaena 
leaves, begonia leaves, and succulents 
—three types of foliage contrasting 
effectively, in texture, shape and color. 
An extra tip of palm gives nice 
transition. 


A cup of water is concealed, and if 
kept filled, the foliage will stay fresh 
indefinitely, and the succulents may 
be planted again in the rock wall. 

For a different effect use dried 
leaves to replace the begonia, snake 
plant for the dracaena, and limes in- 
stead of succulents. 


If alabaster is at a premium, any 
heavy planter or tray can be the base.

Of greatest value to any gardener 
is the chart that comes with the kit, 
telling exactly at what acidity each 
plant in the garden will do its best. 
No guesswork here, you learn exactly 
what you have in pH and what you 
need to get best results. As gardeners 
we spend so much of our lives guess- 
ing and approximating; it’s a down- 
right comfort to have something we 
can be really sure of. 

Now that you know the score, what 
to do about it? A too acid soil will 
benefit by a dose of limestone. I like 
the dolomite best because it contains 
magnesium which is necessary for 
plants and often lacking. Or you may 
use wood ashes, crushed limestone or 
ground oyster shells. A little at a time 
here, please. Like salt in the soup it’s 
easier to put it in than to get it out 
again if you've used too much. Hor- 
ticulturists advise one to go up or 
down one step at a time; if your soil 
is 4.5 raise it to 5.5 this year, then go 
after it again next. If your soil is 
sandy, 30 pounds of lime per thousand 
square feet is enough: if it’s heavy 
clay you can safely use 80 pounds per 
thousand. Wait a little after you 
apply it, then test again. It takes 
several months, sometimes a full year, 
for the whole effect of liming to be- 
come apparent. 

What if your soil tests too high, is 
alkaline? Sulfur does an excellent 
job. Comparatively little is necessary 
to lower the pH one point; one table- 
spoonful for every five square feet 
will do it. Instead of using sulfur 
many gardeners prefer a mulch of 
peat, sawdust or pine needles or com- 
post made largely of leaves. 


If you are satisfied in general with 
the pH of your soil but would like 
to grow a few acid lovers like azaleas, 
rhododendrons or gardenias you can 
easily accommodate them with little 
islands of acidity by digging out part 
of the soil around them and replacing 
it with compost, peat or leaf mold, or 
a mixture of them. I have many of 
these little islands of special soil here 
and there in my garden. Test each 
separately whenever you feel dubious 
about it, and give it more peat or leaf 
mold as it shows a deficiency. #

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The question to be solved this morn- 
ing is not “who killed Cock Robin?” 
but who, or what, killed the cedar 
waxwing? 

For several springs now we have 
had a flock of them. This year they 
came earlier than usual—late Janu- 
ary. As I wasn’t familiar with them, 
when we first noticed them several 
years ago, it was quite a problem to 
identify them. They are about half- 
way between a sparrow and a robin 
in size. They have a crest, are gray- 
like on their backs, olive yellow on 
breast and underneath, and the end 
of the tail has a bright edge or fringe 
of yellow. They are usually in flocks, 
and like to light high in trees, sitting 
close together, real chummy-like. 

On the west end of our front porch 
we have an extension of the house 
out for about six or eight feet of brick. 
On this I have made a redwood trel- 
lis, and we have a pyracantha bush. 
Before the \trellis, it slopped and 
sprawled all ovet the ground. With 
the trellis, and a little pruning, it 
grows close to the wall and is about 
eight feet tall. By fall it is covered with 
almost a solid mass of orange-red 
The leaves stay green all win- 
ter in this area.

Usually it is spring before the 
birds discover these berries, or else 
before they get hungry enough to 
eat them. Ground hog evening we 
saw a single waxwing eating the 
berries. The next evening one was 
found dead on the front porch.

And, the greedy sparrows have 
also discovered it. Since this attrac- 
tive shrub makes a good windbreak, 
and birds like it, I'm planning on 
putting more of them out in the back, 
where most of the birds gather. Birds 
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shy away from the front porch usually, 
as I think they see their reflections in 
the windows. 

Another waxwing has, by actual 
count, just gobbled down 25 berries. 
For some time now we have had a 
pair of chickadees, and this morning 
I saw the first junco I had seen for 
some time. Both of them, I know, 
stay around all winter here, as I have 
seen them in wooded ravines and 
thickets where they are protected.
